the current fiscal year. 

George said the Committee 
should get an up-to-date report on 
overall spending plans before act- 
ing on the pending $2,950,000,000 
bill for third-year renewal of the 
Marshall European Recovery Pro- 
gram. 

In assuring the Committee the 
budget estimates still appear sound, 
the State Department said it is 
currently “studying developments 
in various parts of the world” 
which may lead to new U. S. aid 
outlays. 

But the report said “it is antici- 
pated” that these potential aid pro- 
gram§ can %e handled within the 
present budget ceiling. 

Mr. Truman’s budget provides 
about $150,000,000 for 
aid, over and above the European 
Marshall Plan spending, which 
presumably could be used in 
Southeast Asia.

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The Law, Coal and the Future 


Federal Judge Richmond B. Keech, a 
Rotarian, member of an exclusive hunt 
club, but also a former administrative 
assistant to the President, has found the 
United Mine Workers not guilty of con- 
tempt of court under the provisions of the 
Taft-Hartley law. 

If it be naive, we prefer to be naive and 
believe in the integrity of our courts. 
When, and if the day comes we do not so 
believe, then indeed will we join in sound- 
ing the alarm and call upon all to flee to 
the caves and hills. 

Therefore, we accept the decision as 
the legal interpretation of an honest man 
and an upright judge. 

It was, nevertheless, a decision which 
will be shocking to many. We cannot 
escape the feeling that the coal miners, 
whatever their past, are not now exploited 
or mistreated. We fret that in any field 
of public service, be it telephone, coal, 
electricity, water or transportation, a few 
men may bring suffering and deprivation 
to millions to gain their own ends. 

We are sorry, too, to feel that when 
John L. Lewis ordered the miners back 
to work, someone telephoned the locals 


and privately ordered them not to work. 
This feeling is general. But, whatever 
the court may have felt, we concede there 
was no evidence, within the meaning of 
the law and the discretion of the courts, 
which would sustain that belief. 

We are concerned, too, that bound up 
in the coal dispute is Mr. Lewis’ antipa- 
thy for Phil Murray, of the CIO, and Wal- 
ter Reuther, of the automobile workers. 
That isn’t good for anyone. 

The point before the court was whether 
or not a union is responsible for its mem- 
bers. If it isn’t, then it should have no 
legal standing. Mr. Lewis may, indeed, 
have made an honest attempt to persuade 
the men to return. But the supposition 
remains it was al! a subterfuge. 

If so, it was an attack on the Taft- 
Hartley Law. 

Both Mr. Lewis and Mr. Truman may 
now say the law is unworkable. 

That proves only that it should be 
made workable. Big business and big 
labor, both must somehow be made be- 
holden to the public welfare. If present 
legislation protects us against neither, 
then let us correct it.

Is Our System Too Rigid? 


WASHINGTON—lIn view of the apparent stalemate resulting from the British elections, it is 
interesting to go back and consider some of the criticism made of our own system of government 


after the Republicans captured control of both houses of Congress in 1946. 


We were faced with a 


similar stalemate at the time, with a Democrat in the White House and the Republicans in control 


of Congress. : 
The situation caused various proposals to be 


made for changing our system of government. 
Some of the critics complained that’a system 
which permitted one party to hold the executive 
branch of the government while another was in 
control of Congress was obsolete and therefore 
should be replaced by a parliamentary type of 
government, such as the British have. 


To correct the impasse inte which we 
seemed to be headed, Sen. Fulbright, Demo- 
erat, of Arkansas, even suggested after the 
1946 elections that President Truman appoint 
a Republican as Secretary of State and then 
resign, thus enabling a Republican to suc. 
ceed him. It was also proposed that we 
adopt a constitutional ‘amendment giving 
Cengress the right to call a national election 
at any time. ! 


All of this was on the idea that our system of 
government was too rigid and we would profit 
by adopting the more flexible provisions of the 


British parliamentary system, which is based en- 


tirely on the control of Parliament. The party 
which is able to establish a majority in the 
House of Commons, of course, sets up the gov- 
ernment. It remains in power only so long as 
it is able to maintain a majority in Commons, 
with regular elections called every five years, 
except where a government is overthrown by. the 
loss of parliamentary control. Then a special 
election may be called. : 


ord participation, there is no reason to suppose 
that another election would change the situation 
—certainly not, if held any time soon. People 
do not change their minds that fast. New issues 
will have to arise before the voters can be ex- 
pected to shift their allegiance from one party 
to another. 

This suggests the thought that, after all, 
maybe our system is the best. Its advantage lies 
in the fact that, once an election is held, we do 
not have to bother about another national cam- 
paign for at least two years, as regards Congress, 
and four years, with respect to the Presidency. 
The British with their system might be forced 
to undergo several elections in a few vears. 

Also, it is to be noted that most of the direful 
predictions made about the governmental stale- 
mate which was supposed to follow the Repub- 
licans’ capture of Congress in 1946 failed to 
materialize. Things went along pretty much as 
usual.. President Truman was not able to get 
through everything he wanted, nor were the 
Republicans able to put over all of their pro- 
gram. What we had was government by com- 
promise. It worked successfully enough. Cer- 
tainly there was nothing suggestive of a stale- 
mate to the extent that essential functions of 
the government were slowed down. 


We went through a similar experience in 
1930, when the captured control 
of Cengress while a Republican, Herbert 
Hoover, sat in the White House. Woodrow 
Wilson, a Democrat, had the same thing te 
contend with in 1918, when the Republicans 
captured Congress.

wishes to exploit for publicity and tourist purposes—and maybe 
even to lease out to fearful men—has engaged a publicity office 
in New York which informs me I have been selected as one of sev- 
eral judges to name my choice of the 10 to be preserved to get the 
country going again—and to work with those who may be saved 
elsewhere on the earth. It is a publicity stunt, but an intriguing one. 

The first reaction obtained was: 

“In addition to me, What nine others are you talking about?” 

But the stunt presumes one may not name his family; rela- 
tives, friends or associates. They are out. With that understood. 
one confronts the task. What 10 persons would assure us of having 
enough know-how, philosophy, intellect, wisdom and so on t 
rebuild a shattered country nearer to our heart’s desire? ; 
Books We must also assume that books would be saved. That 

is why I have always insisted that’ reading and under- 

standing our own language is the most important subject in our 
schools. If a man or woman can read with understanding there are 
available books, pamphlets and studies on almost all subjects from 
which a person—able to read and understand—could learn to do 
almost anything needed. | 

Therefore, I ‘don’t think we would need any preachers, priests 
or religious leaders. The Book would survive and it IS all Chris- 
tian religion. We would not need any newspapermen, lawyers, 
real estate dealers, insurance mé@m_and so on. (This is a rough 
proposition.) It is necessary, too, I think, to lay down another 
rule. Some of the selections will of necessity have to be symbolic, 
in that some of the men important to such a problem would be of 
advanced age. I would prefer to choose some younger man equally 
skilled ,in each field. , But, not khowing such, known names must 
serve as the symbol! of what is needed. 


: I am quite sure that later on other names will come 
Selection to me—but it was possible for me to get off to a first 
start. Certainly, Dr. James B. Conant, President of Harvard, would 
be one. He has a marvelous grasp of the needs and processes of 
education. He could build a better system of public and private 
school education than we now possess. He is a teacher. He is one 
of the great scientists, with physics his field. He also is a thinker. 
We have too few thinkers. 

Next—without at all seeking to name them in any order of im- 
portance, but only as they come to mind—I would put down Dr. 
Hugh H, Bennett, Chief of the Soil Conservation Service. He, or 
someone equally skilléd, would be necessary to confront the tor- 
tured earth. Then I think we should have a man of ideas in cre- 
ating mechanical tools, engines and so on. I would name Charles 
F. (Boss) Kettering, the genius of invention and engineering, in 
Detroit. 

Then we would certainly need doctors. I think in this field we 
would need a man who was experienced in diagnosis and public 
health. I would put down here Dr. James Paullin, of Atlanta, 
the distinguished former President of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation. He could teach diagnosis, practice and surgery. (Naming 
him reveals me to be a generous person. He is my severest critic 
insofar as my waistline is concerned... I would depend on him to 
develop the Haucks, the Colvins, the Equens, the Bartholomews, the 
Graves, the McRaes, the Hines Roberts and others here of that 
quality.) 

My next man would be a man experienced in tool making and 
production of same, a foreman of some plant. I would assume 
he would have a background of work in many fields and would 
have come up from the ranks. My sixth man would be a man- 
ager—one able to create new jobs, build plants and supply the 
necessary managerial skill. : 

That’s all my specialists. I would then name two young men 
and two young women, all four of whom would have to be recent— 
within the last five years—graduates of vocational high schools and 
who have won health and intelligence awards from their 4-H, Fu- 
ture Farmer and Home Maker organizations. They could already 
be married or be willing to marry before entering the cave to wait 
out the chaos and fire on the tcp side of earth. With them I would 
send the great books of the world. 

With that sort of setup, always remembering I woulc substitute 
younger men for the older ones, if of equal skill, I would bet on 
these 10 bringing back a better United States than the one we have. 
I would lean heaviest on the 4-H and Future Farmer champions 
in health and school grades.

_ In this, the last of my scholarly squibbles about television, I’d 
like to discuss the fate, if any, of our 18,000 movie houses. It’s 
my hunch that a fulsome number of these theaters,. which repre- 
sent three billion dollars’ worth of brick and mortar, aren’t going 
to be selling much popcorn and pictures when there are 10,000,- 
000 TV sets in the country—and tHere will be 5,000,000 before 
the year is out.

Salvation it, will be a_ form of electronic hokus-pokus which, 
for the want of a better word, I’m going to call “Theatervision,” 
and when the atmosphere is right it will be up to the firecracker 
kid to walk in and buttonhole the men who own the sick theaters 
and -deliver the following spiel: 

“Several companies, as you know, sir, have perfected a full- 
sized TV screen for use in movie houses, and tests in New York 
London and Paris indicate the public will pay to look at these 
screens if there’s something special on them. These screens run to 
about $25,000 each,but I’ve worked out a deal with one of the 
companies whereb\& you can buy yours on time, and pay for it 
out of earnings. —~ 

“What, you may ask, will you flash on it to bring people into 
your theater? Well, mister, that’s where I come in. I’ve leased 
a big playhouse on Times Square, and three months from today 
I can start piping onto your screen the gosh-darnedest star-studded 
variety show ever offered the public at popular prices.

‘LLONDON—From time to time 
in these comments on the Brit- 
ish election, the name Aneurin 
Bevan has appeared and rough

Downing Street made a rather 
lame explanation of his absence. 
He was ciearly in a state of emo- 
tion which might variously be 
described as bitter anger, hurt 
feelings or great exhaustion. 


IN ANY of these cases Bevan’s 
pattern of conduct might have 
been the same. It certainly was 
not the condiiet of a battered but 
loyal warrior rallying after a 
defeat. In subsequent visits of 
the party leaders to the per- 
plexed Prime Minister, Bevan 
has not been mentioned. Achil- 
les indubitably stays in his*tent. 
And there is as much need for 
him as there was for the prize 
battler among the Greeks before 
Troy. 

Attlee, Morrison and others 
who are trying to reform the 
ranks cannot very well eject this 
hard lump of dissent, as they 
have done before with recalci- 
trant comrades. Bevan is too big 
for that sort of treatment: he has 
too many radical followers with- 
in the party: and the party is in 
too desperate a situation to spare 
anyone.

MORRISON, on the other 
hand, is a practical, politician. 
He is concerned with power: but 
another form of it. He ig not 
willing to press the extreme de- 
mands of Socialism if by modera- 
tion he can carry some of the 
votes of the middle classes. 


But since the very foundations 
of Socialism are in economic 
revolution, Morrison's view. will 
ultimately be confronted by 
Bevan’s in mortal conflict. That, 
of course, is what makes Socia!- 
ism so da us. You must 
either reckon to take all of it in 
the end or you must find the line 
where justice ends and equali- 
tarianism begins.

Canned Meats 


There comes a time in every 
woman’s life when she needs a 
trick up her sleeve in order to 
prepare a quick, little-work din- 
ner. We think canned meats are 
an ideal choice for such main 
dishes. 


CANNED MEAT TRICKS 


1. Heat the contents of a can 
of barbecued meat and serve 
over hot corn bread or drop 
biscuits made from prepared 
package mix. 

2. Chill corned beef hash in 
the can overnight. Slice, top 
with a slice of tomato or cheese 
and bake at 350 degrees for 20 
minutes. 

3. To creamed dried beef add 
a can of drained peas, some 
curry powder or garlic salt and 
serve on canned fried noodles, 
boiled rice, in mashed potato 
cups, or over big baked pota- 
toes. 

4. Remove contents of a can 
of luncheon meat and slice in 
44-inch slices. Cut shallow criss- 
cross gashes in the surface of 
the slices and cover with a mix- 
ture of catsup and brown sugar 
with a dash of cloves. Broil five 
minutes. Or for luncheon meat 
glaze, mix together equal parts 
of brown sugar and syrup left 
from canned fruit. Bake in a 
350-degree oven 15 minutes.
